GOOD SPIRITS 
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The Democrats of the First Kail rood 
Commissioner's District met in conven- 
tion at Owensboro last week and nomi- 
nated Judge J. F Dempsey for that office 
on the fifth ballot. The nomination of 
Di mpsey was a forgone conclusion and 
the balloting was a matter of form I 
than anything else as his election was 
assured before the convention convened 
The fight, however, came up over the 
silver resolutions introduced by John S. 
Khea, of LogfM, Following are the reso- 
lutions: The Democrats of the First 
Kailroad Commissioner's District, in con- 
vention assembled, recommend the fol- 
lowing to the Democracy of the State : 

First— We declare with unfaltering 
trust that it is a fundamental principle 
of the Democratic party that the Federal 
Government has no constitutional power 
to impose ami collect tariff duties except 
for the purpose of revenue only. 

Second— We indorse the repeal of the 
McKinley law and the reduction of tariff 
duties accomplished by a Democratic 
Congress, and demand that the reform 
thus begun shall be vigorously cat 
forward until the levy and collection of 
tariff taxes shall he limited to the a. 
necessities of the government, when 
honestly and economically administered. 

Third— We declare it to bean element- 
ary principle of Democracy's faith that 
both gold aud silver coin shall constitute 
the primary money of the country ; that 
both metals shall be received for mint- 
age without discriminating against either 
and at the legal ratio that existed prior 
to 1873 (10 to 1,) and we demand the un- 
restricted coinage of both gold and si 
at this legal ratio, and that both metals 
be declared full legal tender in payment 
of all debts, public and private. 

He did this, he said, "So that the ques- 
tion of resolution could be settled, or 
the thirty-nine counties be put ou record 
as being ashamed and too cowardly to 
enunciate any principles," 

The dropping rule on balloting soon 
disposed of Morrow and .Miller.

311.) "Of all the New Fngland colonies, 
lecticut managed her earlier euiie- 
sions with moat caution and judgment. 1 ' 
So it would uot, in reality, be necessary 
to examine any colonial money but this, 
and if it prove a failure, than it all faila. 
This money was based on taxes, and for 
this purpoae it was given 5 per cent ad- 
ige of other money, so it was thus 
kept at par with other money for some 
me.

and distressed in pecuniary circum- 
stances as a measure of relief. It was an 
easy way of paying debts.

Disastrous Effects of the Battle of the 
Nile.

The re- 
salt to him of thobattlo of the Nile was 
in every way disastrous. The effect of 
it was calculated to inspire distrust In 
Franco, encourage the Coalition, and to 
reanimate the Mamelukes. 

Complaints broko out in the French 
army. Though victory came, depriva- 
tion came also. Tho soldiers were 
scoiched on the blistering plains, and , 
bad little to eat bat watermelons. 1 
Nevertheless, Napoleon went steadily 
on with his scheme. 

On the 22ml of October, at a precon- 
•^^cetted signal, Cairo broke into iusurruc- 
^fcr^tion. For a while the French occupancy 
was endangerod; but the revolt was 
suppressed, and a terrible vengeance was 
wreaked on ita authors. Meanwhilo, 
Napoleon conceived the project of mak- 
ing a campaign into Syria, and attack- 
ing tho English strongholds of Jaffa and 
8t Jean d'Acre. The situation was 
this: France and Turkey were nominal- 
ly at peaco. Napoloou hud overthrown 
tbe Sultan's rebellious beys in Egypt 
Therefore he was a friend of the Hul- 
tan; and heof him. But the thick brain 
of tbe Porte at length cleared sufficient- 
ly to see that Murad and Ibrahim Beys 
•were not half so dangerous as the for 
eign lion that now sat on hns haunches 
at Cairo, licking Lis month for more. 
The Saltan perceived that the French 
must be expelled. Napoleon bad seen 
tbat this conclusion would be reaohed, 
and that a Turkish army might be ex- 
pected to oomo against him out of Syria. 
Therefore he would better preoconpy 



uean. The Turkish army might not be 
expected daring tho winter; but tbe 
English were there already. Hence tbe 
Syrian expedition. 

Napoleon divided his forces. He left 
about twelve thousand men to occupy 
Egypt, and with a like number set oat, 
on the 11th of February, 1799, iuthedi- 
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The 



march was accompanied with great 
hardships. At tbe wells ot Mnssoudiab 
tbe French found water; and soon aft- 
erwards the green and fertile plaiua of 
Syria arose to view. El-Arishwas taken 
on the 17th or February. On tbe 1st of 
March, Napoleon slept at the convent 
of Rarulub. He passed within a few 
miles of Jerusalem, and then made his 
way to Jaffa. A siege was immediately 
begun, and on tbe 6th of March tbe 
place was taken, with pillage and mas- 
sacre. About four thousand of the pris- 
oners were, after three days of delibera- 
tion, set lu lines on the seashore and 
shot. This was done uuder Ibe terrible 
necessity of tlio Freuoh to preserve 
themselves iu the enemy's oouutry.

He went with his 
and aides into tho plagno- 
d passed among tho dead and 
dying. He struck his boot-tops with bis 
whip an he went along, saying, "Iu a 
few hours tho.

Then it was that, iu a harried consulta- 
tion with his physician Desgeuottiw, 
Bounparto proposed to eaeloiuate with 
a potion of laudanum and a painless 
exit tho cruel death which he saw to be 
inevitable. For this proposition he has 
been condemned by a sentimental world 
— against all reason and humanity. His 
project was just such as a humane man 
would propose for bis own brother un- 
der tho cruel alternative then prosiuted. 

Cairo on the 14th of June. Affairs in 
Egypt were already in a distracted con- 
dition. El Mahdi was crying out like a 
prophet in Bohahiruh. The fellahs and 
Arabs wero rallying to his standard. 
Murad Bey was returning with his 
forces from Upper Egypt, to form a 
junction with the Mahdi's rout at tbe 
Natron lakes. Meanwhile, a foice of 
about fifteen thousand, commanded by 
Mustapha Pasba and uuder conduct of 
English ships, arrived at Aboukir. A 
division of French, uuder Uoneral Mar- 
mout, hold Alexandria; but that offioor 
would bo unable to keep the city against 
tbe gatheriug foroes of the enemy 

Napoleon hastily marched again it the 
Turks uud English at Aboukir. Hero, 
on the 25th of July, 17U9. with only

In Lie ne- 
gotiation that followed between Bona- 
parte and tho English Admiral, the for- 
mer obtained a copy of the Freuch Ga- 
zette, of Fruukfort, informing him of 
the condition of affairs lu Europe. For 
ten mouths ho had received virtually no 
new- at all from bis own country. Tbe 
French army had to all intent | boon 
blockaded iu Egypt and Pa) itiue. 
"Heavens!" the General cried out; "my 
presentiment has been verified The 
fools have lost ltalyl All tbe fruits of 
our victories ure gone. I must leave 
Egyptl" 

It was uecossary that Napoleon should 
be seoret as well as expeditious. He In- 
formed tbe divan of Cairo that he 
should bo absent briefly in tho Delta. 
Afterwards he published a bulletin to 
tbe army, saying that he was going to 
Prauoo, but would soon bo back again. 
The command should remain with Gen- 
eral Kluber, who was truly said to have 
tho confidence of tbe General-in chief. 
Bertbier and Lounea were to accompany 
tbe commander to France. Twofrigatos, 
the Mulron and tbe Carrere, were quick- 
ly prepared, and, on the '23rd of August, 
a company of about five hundred men 
board with Napoleon, 
epiug close to the Afrii 
da wore enabled to a 
teotion. After tweuty-one days tho site 
of Carthage was passed, and the danger 
was over. Ou the 1st of October the 
ships were driven in at Ajaooio. 

While detained in his native Island 
Napoleon learned of the disastrous bat- 
tle of Novi, the death of Joubert. and 
all the rvueiit misfortunes of franco. 
On leaving Ajaocio. his ship was fol- 
lowed by two Euglish vessels, and well 
uigh taken; but on the 8th of October, 
ha reached tbe roadway of Frejus, and 
was safe. Tbo enthusiasm of tbs people 
broke out spontaneously They of Fre- 
jus, when warned to heap off on M count 
of tbe possible lureotiou of tbe Freuoh, 
taid, "All right; we prefer Uit nfcious 
to lit. AuMtriuru!" Bouaparta left Im- 
mediately for Paris, by tbe Bourbou- 
nais road. At An and Lyoua he was re- 
ceived with wild acclaim. Nobody stop- 
ped, to Inquire whether the Egyptian 
campaign had been wholly suooeasfal or 
not. Tbe Freuoh simply claimed every- 
thing, and shouted. 

Ou the ICth of October Napoleon en- 
tered Paris. Josephine osme to great 
him, and the sosplolous against her, 
withwhioh his mind bad bsuu poisoued 
by soma recti U I* of Juuot iu Egypt, 
ware soon dispelled. An luteiview with 
the Directory followed on the next day, 
and It became evident that the relations 
between Nspoleon and thai body wera 
already strained.

FROM THE FAR WEST. 

Good Crops, Everything In Adnn 
dance, Peace and Plenty. 

Cahwilk, O.T., May 5, 18l)5.-Mr. Edi- 
tor, I will endeavor to pen a few lines to 
your most valuable paper which I assure 
you is a welcome visitor in our home 
each week. We promised many of our 
friends before we left there that they 
should have the privilege of hearing 
from us through the columns of the 
News. Just two mouths ago we gave 
the parting hand to a host of friends ami 
relatives and boarded the train at Hamcd 
for Anthony, Kansas. No one who has 
never had the experience knows what a 
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of them away where our mortal eves can 
behold them no more 

Little did I think when I left Ken- 
tucky before, that the sad face of my 
youngest brother (which sadness showed 

him the farewell hand, not knowing il 
would be the last and final farewell) 
would be sleeping in his narrow, earthly 
home when I returned but I found it so. 
And many of our nearest and dearest 
friends had likewise passed awav and in 
such a short time for I waa only gone 



by the past we may expect to find many 
vacant places if we ever have the priv- 
ilege of visiting Kentucky again. 

We are glad to hear of your flue pros- 
pects for good crops and hope you will 
have an abundance of everything. Our 
outlook here is not Haltering for wheat. 
It was badly injured by the freez e last 
winter. In gome cases wheat was killed 
entirely while in others the prospect in 
fair. There is a very (air crop in this 
locality but in northern Oklahoma and 
Southern Kansas it was nearly all killed. 
There is the best prospect for oats and 
corn we have had for years both here 
and in Kansas. I suppose if the season 
is favorable, Kansas will have several 
times as much corn as she has had for 
years. There are hundreds of acres in 
this fertile country in one body that is 
dotted by One large stalk* of corn and 
kaffin corn. The latter in growu very 
extensively iu the West and is a whole- 
roine food for both horaeB and cattle. 
Most cattle men raise from 300 to 1000 
acres each ytar for tluir oattle to winter 
on. It is very juicy and baa fine fodder. 
Stock eat the stalk (which ia very small) 
same as the blade. I think it would 
grow exceedingly well in tbat country 
yet it seems to stand drouth wonderfully 
and is raised very extensively iu western 
Kansas aud Colorado. There waa a 
great deal raised here last season aud we 
were about as dry as you were there. 

There iB much attention paid here to 
such things as kailie corn, milomalxe 
and sorghum, also alfalfa which is the 
only clsver that can be raised here well, 
as tame grass will not grow here. The 
prairie grass is One uow, in some places 
nearly knee high. It is very rich and 
strong, and the majority of the stock 
here have lived and doue well on it 
alone all winter. Cattle especially do 
quite well on it. Cows here are all fat, 
or in good condition at least and have 
lived only on buffalo grass. 

The prairie is very beautiful now.siuce 
it has had a few nice showers of rain and 
the dowers have all bloomed out, it la 
pleasing to anyone to sauuter over the 
earpettd green tields uud behold it iu all 
iU beauty and splendor and to gather 
these wild sud rich perfumed blossoms 
which contain the colors of the brightest

friends could understand just how it is 
lor I'm sure many of them have not 
tbe slightest idea of how the prairie 
would look but I trust that we may have 
the plessure of showing many of you 
over these beautiful Isnds and enter- 
taining you in our boms ere msny mors 
seasons come and go.

Five 
balls, weighing !I00 pounds each, wero 
suspended, one bolt, nth tho other, from 
tho muzzle of tho gun. The bottom ball 
hm.g w ithin a few inches of the ground. 
Then Lioutennut Morrow stood with his 
back toward the uiuzzlo of tho gull and 
stuck large bolts nnd spikes all over his 
chest. Other scrap iron was also applied 
and attracted by that which already 
seemed to cling to his coat. Ho walked 
away from the magnet, and ho got a 
considerable distance before tho last of 
tho iron which covered his breast drop- 
ped to the ground.— WhitostonefN.

science has laid open to our progress. 

Taking a broad view of onr main in- 
dustries, is there any one of them which 
can fairly be stated to bear a promising 
future? Is there one of thom which does 
not proeont signs whicb, whether real- 
ized or uot, point eloquently to tho prin- 
ciple of decay? It is a stupefying fact, 
ti so regarded but a 
Belgian ironwork is 
for use in the country 
of iron. Our textile industry is gradu- 
ally being undermined by the diligence 
of its machinists, who are sedulously in- 
ducing oar export oustomers to manu- 
facture their own fabrics and set our 
looms standing idle at home. In ship- 
building the American shipyards ore as- 
suming the aspect of rivals of moro and 
moro formidable proportions. Our loco- 
motivo export trade is relatively para- 
lyzed becauso foreigners now make their 
own engines Our chemical trade is do- 



our own markets ore deluged with for- 
eign productlous, both cheaper and bet- 
ter than we can make ourselves. In 
agricultural machinery our manufactur- 
ers toil for n grout part unsuccessfully 
against the products of Germany and 
the United States. 

All theBe nre facts which cannot be 
disputed, though they may be mini- 
mized. At all points apparently wo are 
lagging behind. A nation without a 
specialty does uot count. Our specialty 
was surely that of being in the van of 
progress in industrial art. The most ar- 
dent advocate would hardly venture to 
assert that this is England's position 
now. Then how is it possible to take a 
cheerful view of tho prospects openod up 
by 1805? — Industries and Iron.

The DumpiDg-Ground Theory. 

Perhaps the most plausible argument, 
(be shrewdest plea, advanced by the sin- 
gle standard lovers in defense of their 
unworthy cause is the declaration that 
the opening of our mints to free coinage 
means the conversion of the United 
States into a silver dumping-ground for 
the world. While the Tii 
believe that any such good fortune awaits 
us, it is well enough to investigate the 
dumping-ground theory. 

It is conceded on all hands that Europe 
has no surplus silver, and this poeiti 
is impregnably fortilied by the fact that 
she yearly purchases large quantities of 
bullion from silver producing nations for 
domestic consumption. The amount o' 
silver bullion and bar-silver last year ex 
ported to Kurope from American silve 
mines amounted to 151,000,000. Beside 
this, the Fairopean coinage-ratio is lo) ti 
I, antl the American 16 to 1, thus entail 
ing a positive loss to the European silve 
holder who sends his coin or bullion to 
American ininta. In addition, freight 
charges, occasional losses in shipments, 
abrasions, melting to separate foreign 
alloy and melting to infuse 
alloy, is estimated at about thirty per 
cent, on each dollar's worth of foreigr 
silver. It is entirely safe to say that 
there will he, there can he, no dump of 
silver from Europe. 

There are only two countries in the 
world which produce a surplus of silver. 
These nations are Mexico and the United 
States. The first namod country last 
year sold her total production of silver, 
with lb' exception of i«,000,000, to Eu- 
rope. With this six millions of dollars 
she is expected to deluge the United 
Slates aud supply her own coinage de- 

Where is the silver that is to be dump- 
ed coming from ? Il is not in sight ; it is 
not in existence. It is to be found only 
in the imagination of those who, for 
purpose or through ignorance, are shou 
ing against silver. 

In MM, silver to the amount of $77 
">.V),7.">7, it is ofll'iially announced by th 
Director of the Mint, was produced in 
the mines of the United States. 01 this 
amount, ol, 000,000 in silver ores and 
bars was exported to Europe, and f 13,- 
000, 000 consumed in manufactures and 
arts during the year, leaving only $13,- 
000,000 in surplus silver to be accounted 
" ir. 

These figures, collated from the high- 
est financial authority known, are simply 
indisputable aud, to every unbiased 
mind convincing. There is no surplus, 
but rather a deficiency, of silver at pres- 
ent ; with the opening of the mints to 
free coinage so great would he the de- 
mand for silver, that it would at once go 
to a parity with gold iu intrinsic value. 

There is nothing in the dumping- 
ground theory, just as there is nothing 
to the harm of silver in any of the argu- 
ments brought forward by the buzzing 
gold bugs —Glasgow Times.
